HEIGHTS BIG 
*> CELEBRATION 


Day of Thrills and Fun Is 
Climaxed With Great 
Fireworks Display 


Move to Ban 
Billboards by 
County Roads 


The Lions duo 
of 
Arlington 
Heights put in a great amount of 
hard work the few days around the 
Fourth, especially in the day itself, 
to show the people of the Village 
and surrounding towns a good time; 
and judging by the ' “Oh’s” 
and 
“Ah’s” that the several thousand 
throats sent up to greet the mag­ 
nificent fireworks display, “A good 
time was had by alf.” 
Aerial bombs downtown about 7 
o’clock announced that the celebra­ 
tion had begun. The parade, start­ 
ing at the Vilage hall, wound gen­ 
erously around the streets, passing 
finally down Euclid to Ridge ann 
the high school grounds. Chief of 
Police Skoog on 
his 
motorcycle, 
headed the parade, followed by the 
Legion color squad and drum an 
bugle corps 
in 
white 
uniforms, 
troops 5 and 7 of Boy Scouts, the 
Wolf Cub pack, Girl Scouts, then 
the Village band in bright Mue uni­ 
form; the two Tire trucks, then dec­ 
orated commercial cars, then pri­ 
vate cars. In the line of decorated 
commercial cars came 
decorated 
trucks from Schmidt brothers’ mar­ 
ket, the Royal Blue store, Heller 
Lumber company 
(carrying the 
Mother’s club in tableau), two from 
Winkelman^ 
Tire 
and 
Battery 
shop, Gieseke’s department store, a 
truck from the farmer’s Lake Coun­ 
ty Farm Supply Co., 
the 
Land- 
meier Hardware store, Krause mar­ 
ket, the Arlington Home 
bakery 
with a float resembling a monster 
wedding cake, white 
with 
pink 
frosting decorations; the 
People’s 
State bank, the Drover radio shop, 
Stade’s dairy and a prize (?) an­ 
tique Ford car, carrying Floyd Dob­ 
bins, Fritz 
Rancher, and 
Frank 
Gieseke. 
Mounted on the ancient Model T 
chassis was an elaborate, old-fash­ 
ioned seat and top that would shine 
ijAfeigrcus parade, and which must 
i^ ^ c o s t a plenty in its day. There 
was*a special folding back seat that 
was 
the 
forerunner 
of 
the 
“grumble” seat of today. The com­ 
bination was painted like Joseph’s 
coat, in many colors, and with the 
three substantial-looking 
gentle­ 
men in the seats, the old car was 
surely there. 
Next came the Sterling Oil com­ 
pany’s decorated truck, then a 
float from the Arlington Heights 
State Bank, then a historic exhibit 
of Chevrolets from the Zander Mo­ 
tor Sales. The first was one of the 
First Chevrolets made; the Chev­ 
rolet brothers in Indianapolis start­ 
ed making cars in September, 1912, 
and this was made in November 
that year, Mr. Zander says. This 
roadster cost $1165, it has no bat­ 
teries, nor emergency brake, an ex­ 
posed fly wheel, high wheels and 
narrow tires. 
Mr. Zander bought 
the car for $5, and has been offered 
$200 for it as a relic. 
The next 
car, once the Royal Sedan, selling 
at $1685, was some turnout in its 
day, 1917. 
The windows raise by 
straps. The lady in the front seat 
could turn the jack rest over to 
face toward the rear in conversa­ 
tion. There is a front door on the 
right side and a middle door on the 
left. High wheels and narrow tires, 
narrow fenders and four cylinder 
motor—a luxurious job 
at 
only 
$1685. The “Fresh Air” taxi, they 
call it now. 
After these two bar­ 
gains, came later models, finishing 
with a string of the wonderful cars 
of today. 
The Village street department 
truck, another elaborately decorat­ 
ed representing the Arlington The­ 
ater, with a loud speaker announc­ 
ing the IOO per cent talkies, then 
the George E. Palmer plumber’s 
truck, then a long string of decor­ 
ated private cars 
completed 
the 
parade. 
First prize for the floats went 
to the Arlington Home Bakery, and 
second to the Dreyer Electric com­ 
pany. 
For the trucks first prize 
went to the Mothers’ club, and sec­ 
ond to the Arlington Theater. 
A 
special prize went to Floyd Dob­ 
bins for his comical Ford. 
At the grounds, the Drum and 
Bugle corps played alternately with 
the Village band, the band occupy­ 
ing «a platform with a canopy, and 
ttiSfttighout 
the 
day 
furnishing 
rifcffe excellent 
hand music that 
floated through the air for blocks, 
a feature of the day that was much 
enjoyed. The drum and bugle corps 
presented a very smart appearance 
in their snappy white uniforms. 
The day was ideal, cloudy, cool, 
and a stung breeze blowing from 
the southwest; although it looked 
like rain, it held off until the next 
morning. 
On the grounds, the Lions work­ 
ed like Trojans; it was no holiday 
for them. 
One long tent was a 
busy refreshment stand; the other 
held a corn game, paddle wheel. etc. 
The Boy Scouts maintained a first 
aid station, and there was a For­ 
tune telling booth. 
Seats strung 
across the field afforded a view of 
the ball playing between improvis­ 
ed teams, 
and later of the fire­ 
works. Children’s races were held 
in the afternoon. 
At four o’clock, Judge H. J. Byrd, 
general chairman of the celebra­ 
t o r ’? 
committees, 
favored 
the 
crowd with an exhibition of stunt- 
flying that was quite professional, 
looping the loop seven times in a 
row, flying upside down, making 
barrel rolls, wingovers, a vertical 
bank, power dives and stalls, an

Both the state and county are 
making mucn-to-be-desired moves 
to get rid of the ugly and some­ 
times dangerous signs that spoil 
the pleasure of seeing the country 
from county and state roads, and to 
that extent steal from the public 
its full value for the money ex­ 
pended on the highways. 
It seems the Indianapolis, Ind., 
park board has a good ordinance 
that prohibits billboards from be­ 
ing erected within 500 feet of a 
park or boulevard. This ordinance 
nas been lately sustained by the 
Indiana Supreme court. “The con­ 
stitutions of Indiana and Illinois as 
they concern zoning ordinances, are 
essentially the same,” 
President 
Cermak of the county board, point­ 
ed out Tuesday at a weekly confer­ 
ence of highway officials and news­ 
paper men. 
“Furthermore, pro­ 
tecting the beauty of the county 
highways is no different and no less 
important to society than protect­ 
ing the beauty of parks and boule­ 
vards. 
With this precedent from 
the Indiana Supreme court, I know 
of no reason why the County board 
can not zone its highways against 
advertising. I am asking the Chi­ 
cago Association of Commerce, the 
City club and the Chicago Region­ 
al Planning association to investi­ 
gate and report recommendations 
to the board.” 
The same day, Director Cleave- 
land of the state department of 
public works ordered billboards and 
other unsightly features off 
the 
right of way of Sheridan road be­ 
tween Wilmette and Kenilworth. 
This strip of land is not within the 
corporate limits of either village, 
and is known as “no man’s land.” 
Restricted residential districts are 
on either side.

A screen is to be put 
down this week, and it will ae pos­ 
sible to start pumping water in 
few more days. Layne and Bowler 
are to be asked to come out to meet 
the Village board to adjust mat­ 
ters concerning the completion of 
the job. 
Several wTater meters of individ­ 
ual users are stopped up, it was re 
ported; Engineer Allen stated he 
would arrange to have an expert 
out from Des Plaines 
to repair 
them. 
A request from 
the Lutheran 
school for a permit to install two 
drinking fountains, was granted on 
motion duly passed. 
A balance on hand of $8,576.92, 
was reported by Treasurer Boite, 
the report was accepted and refer­ 
red to the Finance committee. 
A report on the inspection of the 
25 H. P. Fairbanks-Mtorse 
was read. 
A request for a tag day, July 12 
from 9 a. rn. to 5 p. rn. by the Volun­ 
teers of America, was granted. 
Two complaints regarding water 
hills were handled and the bills re­ 
duced. 
The meeting then adjourned. The 
next regular board meeting will be 
Monday evening, July 21.

Fred Sieburg, Sr., 
was

March 14, 1847 in Hanover, Ger­ 
many, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Goo. 
Sieburg. 
At the age of seven years, in 
1854, he came to America with HJS 
parents, who came to Elk Grove to 
find a farm, and 
shortly 
after 
bought a farm about a mile and a 
half east of Arlington Heights. 
He was confirmed in Elk Grove, 
April 19, 1863. December 4, 1873, 
he maned Miss Maria Volserding. 
They continued to Jive upon the 
same farm where his parents had 
lived, for sixteen years, 
or until 
1889, when they moved to Arling­ 
ton Heights, to the house where 
they have lived continuously until 
the time of his passing on. 
Ten children were bom to this 
union; five of whom have gone on 
before: Rose, Geo., Emil, Willie and 
Clara. Mr. Sieburg is mourned by 
his 
widow, 
and 
five children: 
Henry, Fred, Martha 
(Mrs. Joe 
Horcher), Edwin and Walter; one 
son-in-law, and three daughters-in- 
law, Mesdames Fred, Edwin and 
Walter Sieburg; eight grandchil­ 
dren, all of Arlington Heights; and 
one sister, Mrs. John Lussraan of 
Arcadia, Iowa. 
Their golden wedding Was cele­ 
brated Dec. 4, 1923. 
Mr. Sieburg 
enjoyed good health for the great­ 
er part of his life but Thursday 
morning, July 3, 1930, he had a 
stroke of paralysis, 
and 
passed 
away that evening at 10:45 o clock, 
at the age of 83 years, 3 months and 
19 days.

a n . that a farmer would desire 
and it is the aim of the organiza­ 
tion to make this insurance protect­ 
ion available to him at the least 
possible expense. Two of the more 
outstanding projects are that of life 
insurance and 
automobile insur­ 
ance. It is interesting to note that 
there is better than one hundred 
per cent of automobile insurance 
policies among the membership* Of 
course, there are some members 
who do not carry 
the insurance 
since there are some that are not 
eligible, but there are enough mem­ 
bers who are carrying two or more 
policies so it is possible to say that 
there is more than one hundred per 
cent insurance among the members. 
The life insurance likewise has 
had a phenomenal growth and even 
with these depressed conditions a- 
mong the farmers 
of the state, 
there is a continued and consistent 
addition of insurance with a very 
slight amount of lapsed policies. 


Well, first ,of course, we might 
increase the cost to the consumer 
and let the increase all reflect back 
to the grower. That route, however 
would probably be as disastrous to 
the consumer as it would be advan­ 
tageous to the producer; and it is 
possible that such a condition might 
refect in decreased 
consumption 
and, thereby, work a hardship. Sec­ 
ondly, we think the right and prop­ 
er method would be to politely but 
firmly ask the “in between” mean­ 
ing all of the agencies who have to 
do with processing, transportation 
and distribution to take less 
for 
their efforts and let the growler 
have the difference. This, we dare 
say, will meet with considerable op­ 
position. Lastly, if it is true that the 
“in between” or distributor is get­ 
ting too much for what he does and 
the grower is getting too little, then 
why not let the grower serve as 
his own distri>utor if and when 
possible because it is true we could 
spare a good deal of the time. 
Well, that’s what the farm organ­ 
ization is aiming at and that’s what 
they are doing when they distribute 
to themselves their own gasoline 
and oil purchased for them by their 
own Association. That’s what they 
are doing when they can give them­ 
selves their own insurance protect­ 
ion. 
That’s what they are doing 
when they distribute for and to 
themselves their own serum for the 
vaccination of their hogs against 
Hog Cholera. 
Do you see any ob­ 
jections to that sort of action?

He pulled out Mr. Willett, 
who came to enough to ask, “How 
many did you get?” and who then 
lapsed into 
unconsciousness.

Stoughton, Wis., and hailing pass­ 
ing cars, got them to the Palatine 
hospital, under the care of Dr. Wm.

surance companies, 
handling life,

GARDEN WORK FOR JULY 
OI all of this month’s opportuni­ 
ties, there is probably 
none 
so 
great as that of providing for an 
abundance of flowers in late fall, 
when so many gardens are in the 
sear and yellow leaf for weeks be­ 
fore they need be; and for plenty 
of fresh green vegetables right up 
to freezing weather. 
It your garden does not already 
contain a full quota of the late fall 
blooming perennials such as hardy 
asters, Japanese anemones, bolton­ 
ia, eupatorium, hardy sunflowers, 
heleniums, rudbeckia, hardy chrys­ 
anthemums 
and 
violas, 
potted 
plants may still be set out to make 
a satisfactory display this autumn 
and be in the best of condition to 
give maximum results another sea­ 
son. 
But it is not to the hardy peren­ 
nials alone that one may look for 
a beautiful autumn garden. There 
are a number of the annuals which, 
from seed sown now, will make the 
late fall garden glorious. 
And if 
these are scattered where they are 
to grow7, they involve very little in 
the way of expense or care. Among 
the annuals winch may be used for 
this purpose are 
the following: 
Sweet alyssum, petunias, verbenas, 
portulacas, 
gypsophila, 
clarkia, 
coreopsis, dwarf marigolds, zinnias, 
mignonette and nasturtiums. Pan­ 
sies sown now7 in 
a 
cool shaded 
place—they 
will 
not 
germinate 
well when the temperature is over 
70 degrees—wall give plants that 
will flower before frost and wall 
continue 
until 
severe 
freezing 
weather. 
Transplant 
your 
Irises 
now7. 
Irises which have 
occupied 
the 
same place for three or four years, 
or longer, will have formed dense 
clumps so that they do not flower 
as well as previously. 
This thick 
growth also favors the attack of 
the iris borer and the development 
of root rot. 
From each of tne old 
clump of plants you can get a num­ 
ber of divisions. 
While irises may be divided and 
transplanted during almost any 
time of the year when the ground is 
not frozen, the ideal time for this 
w7ork is shortly after 
the 
plants 
have ceased flowering. 
The Jap­ 
anese irises, which flower later than 
the beardless or “German” type, 
may not be quite through blooming 
yet and, where this is the case, they 
should not be handled until a bit 
later. 
In making the divisions, one may 
take the old roots up entirely and 
cut them apart. 
However, unless 
there is some reason for moving- 
them, they may be left in place, 
merely scraping away the soil and 
cutting off the divisions 
wanted 
with a sharp lawn edger or a heavy 
long-bladed knife. 
Either of these 
will do the jo J much better than 
a spade, which is often recommend­ 
ed for this purpqse. 
Prune climbing roses now’. Climb­ 
ing roses of the rambler type which 
flower in late June and early July, 
should be pruned as soon as they 
have done blooming. Roses of this 
type 
will 
have 
started 
new 
branches from the roots, which are 
now beginning to make vigorous 
growth. 
It is these canes which’ 
will produce a full crop of flowers 
for next year, if they 
are given 
room to develop fully by the remov­ 
al of the old canes, which should 
be cut back near the ground.

I he Northwest Sujurban council 
is made up of the northwest sec­ 
tion of Cook county from the city 
limits ol Chicago and Evanston on 
the south and east to the county 
line on the north and west. 
At 
present five of the districts are or­ 
ganized, Park Ridge, Arlington 
Heights, Des Plaines, Palatine and 
Barrington, and plans are being de- 
ve.oped for the organization of the 
rest of the area soon. 
It has been only in the last few 
years that is has been possible for 
communities under 30,000 popula­ 
tion to enjoy the Boy Scout pro­ 
gram in an organized way.

worms are not abundant, a IO per 
cent niixture is strong enough; if 
the infestation is heavy a 15 per 
cent mixture should be used. The 
arsenate of lead may well ho in­ 
cluded in the aphid dust. The lat­ 
er applications for worms, 
when 
the larvae are feeding on the form­ 
ed heads, are fully as important as 
the treatments made earlier in the 
season, says Professor Crosby.

CONSUMER DOLLAR 


Ithaca. N. Y.—1The cost of dis­ 
tributing a pound of pork has in­ 
creased from three cents in 1902 to 
fifteen cents in 1929, Professor F. 
A. Pearson of the New York state 
college of agriculture told county 
agricultural agents in session here. 
From 1902 to 1920 the farmer 
received from 57 to 60 of the con­ 
sumer’s pork-buying dollar, and in 
1929 the farmer got but 35 cents 
of the consumer’s dollar, he said in 
explaining the farm depression. 
Pork is a typical example of rising 
distribution costs,
